KEEPING UP WITH YOUR MARKET 


INTERIOR DESIGN 


FEBRUARY 1956 


There is a dynamic quality in interior decoration that does not exist 


in architecture. The average life of a building is only from thirty to 


fifty years; during this period, however, the interiors will have changed 


many times. Obsolescence works relatively slowly in architecture and 
at a greatly accelerated rate in interior decoration. Consequently the 
interior decorator has—justifiably—established himself in the minds of 
the public as a professional performing an important service. He is 
considered as essential to the realization of livability for the interior of 


a building as the architect is in creating the structure itself. 


To meet the demands of the decorator in his dedicated work of pro- 
viding for the requirements of his clientele, the majority of the quality 
manufacturers, importers and jobbers—with a few outstanding excep- 


tions—have all made their products available to the interior decorators. 


Many interior decorators who never considered it necessary to attend 
the Chicago, Grand Rapids, Jamestown and Highpoint Markets, now 
feel the necessity of doing so. Not so many years ago the interior 
decorators’ sources of supply were limited to a relatively small group of 
manufacturers, jobbers and importers. In recent years, however, your 
market has grown tremendously, and with this growth your responsibil- 


ity to your clients becomes increasingly greater. 


As a professional designer of interiors you must know every phase 
of the Market.

One of the convictions that seems to beset interior designers is that they must have the benefit of 
spaciousness and the advantage of vistas if rooms are to be planned which are faultless in design 
qualities, efficient in arrangement and beautiful in decorative effect. 

But because these factors of design are more frequently lacking than existing in the space for a 
client with which the interior designer has to contend—particularly in many of the smaller houses 
and apartments—the matter of designing such interiors becomes one of merely overcoming limita- 
tions imposed upon them rather than a challenge to produce superior and pleasing effects. 

The provocative interiors shown herewith are a case in point of providing much in little. Interior

viewpoint—yet a whole series of minor designing problems have been resolved in a careful inter- 


mixture of design and originality associated with the best in interior designing. 


It will be seen that space-saving has assumed a special significance in relation to closets and 


drawers, with the application of design principles, and as many of these units as possible have been 


provided throughout the house, in living room, dining area and bedrooms. Where storage space 


could not be accommodated in concealed areas behind doors, as in existing closets, it was pro- 


vided for in specially designed built-in units, cabinets and even tables. These will reveal to what 


extent the interior designer has succeeded in conferring throughout the house an accentuating charm, 


with no sacrifice of the desirable qualities to be found only in a house of far greater dimensions.

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Dallas City Club 
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There is a pleasant blending of antique and contemporary, of East and West, in 
the handsome new quarters of the City Club, the oldest club for men in Dallas, 
Texas. Perched atop the twenty-fifth and twenty-sixth floors of the Adolphus Tower, 
one of the city’s newest skyscrapers, the City Club is the joint effort of architect 
Wyatt Hedrick, who also designed the building, and interior designer J. O. Lambert 
Jr., president of J. O. Lambert Associates. 

The overall design of the club is contemporary in feeling accented with unusual 
accessories gathered from all over the world, some of them rare collector’s items 
dating from the 16th and 17th centuries. And throughout the club rooms, tropical 
foliage plants in dozens of rare varieties add their rich green hues to the soft color 
schemes. 

Crisp white walls in the entrance foyer provide a perfect foil for two brilliantly 
colored mosaic murals by Mexican artist Viarremy. The tile floor is inlaid with 


polished brass in a geometric pattern. White sliding doors of Buena Vista glass, 
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Glass doors with interesting 
grill motif divide private 
dining rooms from main 
area; chairs by Cocheo 
Bros., tables were designed 
by the decorator and made 
by Clark & Burchfield; 
walls in Shiki silk from 
Warner Co., draperies of 
Fortisan gauze from Stro- 
heim & Romann; Mohawk 
chenille carpet. 





custom made for the club and ornamented with a Chinese motif in gold, lead to the 
spacious twenty-fifth floor areas. The predominating colors on this floor are pale 
Siamese blues, green and yellows, offset by carpeting of a light amber tone. Drape- 
ries of Fortisan gauze line the wide windows overlooking the city, and panels of the 
same fabric, divided by bands of chased brass, are applied to one wall. 


Screens of bleached wood from Madagascar, extending from floor to ceiling, 


divide the reception area from the dining areas. A parquet floor in the main dining 


space provides room for dancing beneath an unusual spun brass chandelier de- 
signed and made in Dallas for the club. Private dining rooms are separated from 
the main area by tall glass doors decorated with a motif similar to that used on the 
screens. Of particular interest in the dining area is a pair of Chinese black lacquer 
panels decorated with jade, quartz, coral, ivory, turmaline and other semi-precious 
stones depicting utensils and floral compositions in relief. A conventional dining 
room look is avoided by alternating tables and chairs of brass with models in wood. 

A suspended stairway beneath a domed ceiling leads to the twenty-sixth floor. 


From the dome two large copper chandeliers from India are hung on Burmese 
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ceremonial elephant chains. Plant boxes surround the area and a Bougainvillea 
vine shipped from California grows around the stairway itself. 

Tones of rich brown, russet, yellow and white are used on the upper floor in the 
carpeting, the draperies and the deep, comfortable chairs and sofas. The walls of 
the card room are lined with alternating panels of limed oak and burnished copper. 
As on the lower floor, tall screens are used to separate different areas—in dark 
tones of teak wood, repeating the Chinese motif from the main doors. A corner bar 
area in shades of orange and russet boasts an unusual collection of 16th and 17th 


century spurs from Spain. Presiding over another area is a figure of Jizo, one of 


the benevolent gods of the old Japanese hierarchy of deities. Nearby hangs an 


exceptionally fine Japanese scroll depicting birds, animals and fish. On a series of 


small shelves across another wall is a procession of brass figures of reindeer, elk 
and ibex also obtained from the Orient. 


One of the most interesting pieces used at the club is a 16th century Italian walnut 
panel showing a battle scene with warriors on,horseback carved in relief. A com- 


panion piece to this panel currently hangs in the Berlin Museum. 
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Screens of bleached wood 
from Madagascar separate 
reception and dining areas; 
brass chairs and table with 
marble tops from Regency 
House; chandelier was spe- 
cially designed.

The annual winter markets, held in Chicago and Grand 
Rapids in January, bring further proof that furniture de- 
sign is continuing in a direction—apparent now for sev- 
eral seasons—of increased elegance and greater decora- 
tive qualities, closing more and more the gap between 
modern and traditional. Evidence of this may be seen 
in the growing interest in unusual woods—the highly 
figured graining of Carpathian elm, for example, and in 
combinations of wood—teak, ebony, beech and walnut. 
Caning is seen everywhere, appearing on the arms, backs 
and seats of chairs, on cabinet fronts and as purely deco- 
rative accents on other pieces. Embellishment appears in 
numerous forms: inlays of metal stars on a cocktail 
table; travertine marble inlaid with brass strips on table 
tops and cabinet fronts, carved motifs and intricate 
marquetry. Outside influences from the Orient and Scan- 
dinavia also continue to gain in prominence. The first 
part of our pictorial coverage of the markets appears on 
these pages.

admirable continuity of a single theme is to be seen again in the grasscloth wall cover-

The United States Rubber Company has developed an 
unusual method of manufacturing textiles in which 
shrinkage is used under controlled conditions to produce 
fabrics with a three-dimensional structure. Called Trilok, 
the fabric is woven flat on a regular loom with poly- 
ethylene yarn and conventional fibers—cotton, wool, silk, 
rayon, nylon, mohair. It is then dipped in boiling water 
causing the polyethylene yarn to shrink as much as 55%. 
The other yarns, which shrink only from 8 to 12%, 
buckle and form puffs in a design determined by the 
weaving pattern. In addition to its interesting design 
qualities, the fabric provides a cushioning effect and will 
not flatten out under long periods of compression. De- 
signers who have created patterns using the new process 
include Jack Lenor Larsen and Harley Earl, Inc,

Restoration has just been completed on the five rooms 
at Theodore Roosevelt House, 28 East 20th St., New York, 
built in 1855 and the birthplace of the only President 
born in New York City. The rooms are completely fur- 
nished in the atmosphere of the ideal American home of 
the Victorian Period.
